AMPHION IS SUNK BY if 
STRIKING GERMAN MINE 

LONDON, Aug. 6. (10:15 p.m.)—An admiralty report says that the 
British cruiser Amphion was sunk this morning by striking a German mine, 
Paymaster J. T. Gedge and 180 men were lost. The captain, sixteen officers, 
and 135 men were saved, A previous report said that the German mine- 
leyer Koenigen Louise had probably placed some mines before she was sunk 
by the British torpedo boat Lance. 

The Amphion was a light unprotected cruiser of 3440 tons, somewhat 
smaller than that of the Canadian Rainbow, She was attached to the third 
destroyer fleet under Captain Cecil H. Pox, commanding officer, Iler regular 
complement was 292 men. She was commissioned tn April 1913, 
ESTROYER LANOE WAS HERO OF 
ST NAVAL ENGAGEMENIT 
LONDON, Aug. 6. (4:50 p.m.)—The British torpedo destroyer Lance 
was the hero of the first naval engagement in the present war, sinking the 
Hamburg-American Line steamer Koenigen Louise, which ‘had been fitted 
out as a mine-layer, The Lance fired only four shots. The first destroyed 
the bridge of the steamer, the third and fourth tore away the stern, and 
the boat sank in six minutes. 

The Lance rescued 28 of the German crew. Several were wounded. 
Two of them each lost an arm and the legs of four others were shot away. 
None of the Lance’s crew was injured. The Koenigen Louise was caught 
in the act of laying mines some sixty miles from Harwich, 

KITCHENER CHEERED 
ON STREETS OF LONDON 

LONDON, Aug. 6.—Lord Kitchener called his first war council early 
this morning, and was loudly cheered by crowds in the streets as he drove 
to the war offéce. He immediately began the final work of the plan of 
campaign which has been drafted and revised. the arrangements already 
made for the despatch of a British force of 150,000 men to athe aid of 
Belgium, Work was rushed furious!y upon this throughout the night, and 
the force will be available shortly for immediate departure, 

Lord Kitchener also made public two important royal decrees, one 
revoking the measure which prohibited the importation of arms into Ireland, 
und the other declaring that any British subject who contributed to any 
loan raised on behalf of Germany, or who contracted with t§#e German 
government, would be eullty of high treason and liable to execution.

General Joffre is 62 years old. He has been married ten years, but is 
childless. He is of medium height and stout, with a swassive head, very 
little hair, an dthick drooping moustache, He is noted for his excellent 
horsemanship. He was trained as an engineer. The mobilization plans for 
the French army were drawn up by General Joffre last April, and the results 
ot their execution have exceeded all expectations.

Out of London comes the report that the British fleet has engaged the 
German flect in battle on the high sea The British admiralty refuses 
information as to where q naval engagement is in progress, but the British 
warships, which put out several days ago, have been searching for the 
Germans in the North Sra. 

Empcror Wilhelm of Germany, in an order to the army and navy, calls 
upon all Germans capable of carrying arms to fight for their fatherland. 

In Belgium, Germans and Belgians are fighting around Liege, where 
upwards of 100,000 men are engaged. According to official reports from 
Brussels, the two days’ fighting has cost the Germans thousands of men. 
The Belgians are also believed to have lost heavily.. As yet there have been 
ho reports from German sources as to the outcome of the German attacks.
